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oof!  You're  a  university." 
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At  Lenoir-Rhyne,  we 
believe  that  "college' 
still  connotes  a  kind  of 
integration  or  unity'.  a 
single  community  built 
on  common  values 
seeking  to  become 
educated  together 
about  a  single  truth. 


That  is  what  the  headline  read  over  an  opinion  piece  that  ran  a  few 
months  ago  in  The  Atlanta  Constitution. 

The  author  was  lampooning  the  fact  that  colleges  around  the  state  of 
Georgia  had  simply  waved  a  magic  wand  and,  with  no  alterations,  changed 
into  universities.  He  saw  it  as  merely  hyperbole  rather  than  reality. 

The  article  piqued  my  interest  because  several  North  Carolina  colleges 
have  recently  changed  their  name  to  "university."  As  a  result,  I  have 
received  a  number  of  inquiries  about  whether  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  will 
become  Lenoir-Rhyne  University. 

For  as  much  as  I  have  to  say  about  it,  the  answer  is  "No." 

In  our  strategic  planning  process,  the  question  arose  and  was  discussed. 
The  major  reason  offered  for  a  change  is  marketing.  Some  believe  the  title 
helps  attract  students.  Most  colleges  who  make  the  change  do  it  for  that 
reason. 

There  is  little  evidence  about  whether  the  ploy  works  to  increase 
enrollment.  Even  if  it  does  now,  however,  as  students  come  to  see  that  the 
word  no  longer  holds  much  real  meaning  the  advantages  will  probably 
disappear. 

It  used  to  be  that  the  title  "university"  was  reserved  for  an  institution  of 
higher  education  that  comprised  a  number  of  colleges  within  it.  Those 
colleges  nearly  always  included  an  undergraduate  college  of  liberal  arts  and 
sciences,  separate  schools  like  business  and  nursing  and  graduate  schools 
like  colleges  of  medicine  and  law. 

In  the  advertising  age  where  bigger  equals  better,  "university"  eventually 
came  to  be  associated  with  size  rather  than  composition.  Even  that 
distinction  has  fallen  away  as  colleges  of  under  1,500  students  have 
metamorphosed  into  universities. 

No  one  seems  to  be  in  charge  of  handing  out  the  title,  so  each  institution 
can  decide  for  itself  what  it  wants  to  be  called.  Consequently,  the  definition 
gets  pretty  hard  to  pin  down. 

If  we  look  around  at  some  of  the  most  highly-regarded  liberal  arts  colleges 
in  the  country,  however,  we  note  that  few,  if  any  have  ceased  to  be  colleges. 

At  Lenoir-Rhyne,  we  believe  that  "college"  still  connotes  a  kind  of 
integration  or  unity:  a  single  community  built  on  common  values  seeking 
to  become  educated  together  about  a  single  Truth.  People  in  a  college  are 
colleagues.  People  in  a  university  are,  well,  people  in  a  university. 

If  we  are  to  be  about  marketing  Lenoir-Rhyne,  we  want  to  market  it  as 
what  it  is:  a  genuine  community  which  offers  an  excellent  education.  We 
think  that  is  still  properly  called  a  "college."  No  magic  about  it!

Enrollment  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College 
is  up  about  2  percent  this  year  with 
the  official  head  count  at  1,579 
students  —  25  more  than  a  year  ago. 
President  LaHurd  credits  the  increase 
to  better  student  retention.  "We're 
seeing  more  students  return,  which 
tells  us  that  overall,  they  appreciate  the 
education  they  receive  here."  This  fall's 
rise  in  enrollment  comes  on  the  heels 
of  a  banner  year  in  1995  when 
enrollment  rose  10  percent. 

The  successful  alumni  admissions 


program  has  garnered  interest  in  the 
college  and  helped  spur  applications. 
According  to  Rachel  Allen,  associate 
director  of  admissions,  about  22 
percent  of  freshman  applications  this 
past  year  came  with  a  gift  certificate 
attached  to  them,  waiving  the  $25 
application  fee. 

International  recruiting  has  also 
helped  the  strong  enrollment  figures. 
Twenty- two  countries  are  represented 
on  campus  this  year  —  an  all-time 
high  for  L-R.

On  Nov.  22,  Lenoir-Rhyne 
saluted  two  institutions  in  its 
history  -  the  Cline  Gymnasium 
and  its  most  loyal  donors. 

That  morning,  members  of  college 
community  gathered  to  bid  farewell  to 
the  73-year-old  structure. 

Last  summer,  structural  engineers 
deemed  the  building  unsuitable  for  use 
so  the  Board  of  Trustees  voted  to 
demolish  the  structure  which  over  the 
years  has  served  as  gymnasium,  art 
gallery,  faculty  offices  and  site  for 
Playmakers  rehearsals. 

Speaking  at  the  ceremony  were 
President  Ryan  LaHurd;  Trustee  Sandra 
Cline  72;  Lloyd  Little  33;  Chip  Haas 
'91,  assistant  professor  of  theatre  arts; 
Jeff  Norris  '52,  assistant  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees;  Dr.  Ellis  Boatmon,  professor 
of  history;  and  Campus  Pastor  Andrew 
Weisner  79. 

"This  building  will  be  remembered 
in  the  future  for  many  things,  but  not 
the  least  of  these  will  be  its  four 
towering  columns,"  said  Norris.  "In 
addition  to  their  imposing  appearance, 
they  will  be  recalled  because  they  have 
given  to  us  of  later  generations,  a 
glimpse  of  the  stately  grandeur  which 
was  Lenoir  College.  They  have,  in 
effect,  put  us  in  touch  with  our 
heritage." 

Following  a  prayer  led  by  Weisner, 
the  building  was  razed. 

Later  that  day,  Lenoir-Rhyne  saluted 
its  distinguished  donors  in  the  second 
annual  Founders  Society  Evening 
hosted  by  President  LaHurd  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  the  Belk  Centrum. 

Some  105  donors  who  have  given  a 
cumulative  $10,000  or  more 
throughout  the  years  attended  the  gala 
celebration.  This  group  represents  86 
percent  of  all  giving  since  1960  and  has 
donated  $47.9  million  since  that  time. 

Howard  Covington  Jr.,  author  of 
historical  books  including  Belk, 
A  Century  of Retail  Leadership;  Lirwille 
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and  The  Story  oj  NationsBank: 
The  Changing  Face  of  American 
Banking,  was  featured  speaker  for 
the  evening. 

"This  was  a  day  of  appreciation 
for  those  who  have  shown  such 
faith  in  and  commitment  to 
Lenoir-Rhyne,"  President  LaHurd 
said  about  the  events.  "The  Cline 
Gym  could  not  be  saved  but  the 
effects  the  building  had  on  the  L-R 
community  and  the  history  made 
there  go  on  forever  in  people  and 
in  memory.  It  was  very  fitting  that 
so  many  of  the  colleges  leadership 
donors  could  be  on  campus  to  be 
honored  the  same  day.  L-R  is  truly 
blessed  with  such  strength  of 
commitment!"

"I  am  extremely  excited  about 
coming  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  and 
continuing  to  work  at  the  Division  II 
level.  There  is  a  world  of  potential 
here,"  he  said. 

Hart  brings  a  wealth  of  experience 
to  the  position. 

"He  is  an  enthusiastic  motivator 
with  23  successful  years  of  coaching 
experience,"  said  Jane  Jenkins,  interim 
director  of  athletics,  who  headed  the 
search  committee.  Others  on  that 
committee  included  L-R  President 
LaHurd,  Dr.  Keith  Ochs,  retiring 
director  of  athletics,  John  Lentz  74, 
head  basketball  coach,  and  Joe

The  president  added  that  the  skills 
and  coaching  records  of  the  finalists 
meant  the  committee  had  a  difficult 
time  making  a  selection  among  the  five 
who  interviewed  for  the  position 


vacated  by  Charles  Forbes  in 
November.  Forbes  had  led  the  football 
Bears  for  six  seasons,  and  will  remain 
on  the  faculty  through  the  end  of  this 
academic  year. 

Jenkins  noted  that  all  were  very 
impressed  by  Hart's  extensive 
background  research  he  had  done  on 
Lenoir-Rhyne.  "He  really  convinced  us 
that  he  wanted  the  job.  He  was  very 
enthusiastic,  articulate  and  had  clearly 
done  his  homework." 

In  Hart's  15  years  at  the  college  level, 
he  has  coached  teams  to  a  combined 
record  of  121-49-1,  earning  one  NCAA

The  Class  of  2000

Q 


hey1  re  more  female,  more 
diverse  and  more  decided 
on  what  they  want  to  do. 
"They"  are  this  years 
freshmen  —  the  Class  of  2000  —  and 
from  data  gathered  so  far,  this  group  is 
hard  to  categorize. 

Lenoir-Rhyne's  last  class  of  the  20th 
century  appears  to  be  an  involved, 
gregarious  lot.  Most  have  taken  the 
Myers-Briggs  Personality  Test  and 
most  score  in  the  "extroverted" 
category. 

The  class  is  a  bit  more  diverse 
ethnically  and  geographically,  too. 
About  5  percent  are  international 
students,  up  from  about  1%  when  this 
years  seniors  entered  L-R.  And 
Midwestern  and  Western  states  are 
more  widely  represented  this  year  — 
nearly  6%  compared  to  2.5%  four  years 
ago.  The  minority  population, 
meanwhile,  has  hovered  around  10 
percent. 

To  know  the  freshmen,  however,  is 
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to  meet  the  future.  This  group  of 
18-year-olds  has  always  dealt  with  a 
high-tech  world.  They  were  in  nursery 
school  when  MTV  was  launched.  Few, 
if  any,  remember  life  before  VCRs, 
personal  computers  —  and  AIDS.  This 
generations  "war"  refers  to  the  Gulf 
War,  waged  on  television,  the  year  they 
turned  13,  and  by  the  time  this  group 
took  their  first  driver's  test,  Bill  Clinton 
had  been  President  for  two  years. 

While  it's  hard  to  say  how,  it's  certain 
that  each  of  these  influences  left  its 
mark.  Campus  observers  think  this 
class  tends  to  be  more  involved  and 
outgoing.  And  if  majors  are  an 
indication,  this  class  seems  to  be  more 
settled.  A  higher  percentage  have 
declared  a  major  this  year  —  87%, 
compared  to  just  71%  four  years  ago. 

Does  this  mean  commitment  to 
long-term  goals?  Maybe. 

Instructors  of  GEN  110,  the 
freshman  seminar  course,  mostly  agree 
this  class  is  computer  savvy,  but  that's 
not  to  say  they  don't  thrive  on  lively 
discussions. 


Dr.  Dale  King,  professor  of  business, 
has  taught  GEN  110  for  several  years. 
So  far,  she  has  seen  few  introverts  in 
the  Class  of  2000. 

"Virtually  all  of  my  students  want  to 
be  involved  in  campus  activities, 
whether  it's  sports  or  the  Greek  system 
or  some  other  extracurricular  activity. 
But  another  quality  I've  seen  this  year 
is  they're  supportive  of  one  another. 
They  have  bonded  well.  For  example, 
my  whole  GEN  110  class  went  to  see 
one  of  their  members,  a  football  player, 
in  an  'away'  game.  The  young  man 
never  got  off  the  bench,  but  they  were 
there  to  support  him  anyway." 

Though  L-R  has  traditionally 
attracted  involved,  caring  students, 
this  year's  freshmen  appear  to  be  even 
more  so.  From  the  interpersonal 
standpoint,  the  faculty  members  agree 
that  this  group  as  a  whole  is  far  from 
the  stereotypical  "technoheads"  who 
do  little  more  than  send  e-mail  and 
play  computer  games.  When  King 
told  her  class  this  fall  about  setting  up 
e-mail  accounts,  several  had  beat  her 
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to  the  punch.  Many  were  already 
on-line. 

Joe  Schortz,  president  of  the 
freshman  class  of  Manasquan,  N.J., 
says  everyone  gets  along  among 
themselves  and  with  the  upperclass- 
men  as  a  whole.  "We  had  a  great 
Prologue  (orientation  in  August),"  but 
as  a  group,  Schortz  says,  his  classmates 
"take  academics  seriously."  (And  the 
name,  by  the  way  is  "Class  of  2000", 
not  "Double  Zero,"  "Double  Oh,"  "Oh 
Oh"  or  "Double  Aught.") 

Although  more  academic  warning 
letters  went  out  at  mid-term  than  in 
years  past,  the  GEN  110  instructors 
say  this  group  may  struggle  at  first,  the 
students  are  less  likely  to  give  up.  At 
the  same  time,  today's  freshmen  want  a 
life  outside  the  classroom.  More  of 
them  are  interested  in  intramurals  and 
getting  to  know  one  another.  They're 
also  big  on  social  concerns  such  as  the 
environment,  child  abuse  and  world 
hunger. 

"This  group  does  appear  to  have  a 
social  conscience,"  says  Helen  Briggs, 
assistant  professor  of  physics/earth 
science,  who  also  teaches  one  section 
of  GEN  1 10.  "They're  concerned  and 
overall,  I  think  they're  nice  people. 
In  my  group,  I've  seen  the  individuals 
reach  out  to  shy  students  to  make 
them  feel  part  of  the  group.  You 
wouldn't  have  seen  much  of  that  in 
years  past." 

Unlike  their  counterparts  in  the  '80s, 
who  were  bent  on  lucrative  careers, 
these  freshmen  have  a  tempered 
outlook.  They  are  more  likely  to  prefer 
a  comfortable  living  with  purpose, 
rather  than  an  expense  account  and  a 
Rolex. 

Part  of  GEN  1 10  is  keeping  a 
journal  that's  reviewed  weekly  by  their 
instructor,  who  reviews  the  students' 
entries  and  leaves  them  written 
comments. 

"I've  seen  less  concern  about  money 
and  material  things,"  says  Briggs. 
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"Overall,  this  class  appears  to  be  less 
frivolous.  A  few  years  ago,  students 
might  not  have  thought  anything  of 
spending  $50  on  a  date.  That  idea 
astonishes  this  group." 

One  exception  to  spending, 
however,  has  to  do  with  single  rooms. 
Don  Miller  75,  director  of  residence 
life/student  activities,  has  worked  with 
roommate  issues  for  21  years  and  has 
taught  GEN  1 10  for  at  least  half  of 
them. 

Many  students  today,  he  says,  are 
willing  to  pay  an  extra  $900  a  year  for 
private  space  and  the  attitude  is 
understandable,  considering  most  have 
grown  up  in  small  families  and 
enjoyed  single  rooms.  College  very 
likely  is  the  first  time  they've  ever  had 
to  negotiate  for  privacy  in  their  own 
living  accommodations.  Some  find 
the  residence  hall  challenge  so 
overwhelming  that  they  commute 
rather  than  double  up. 

"In  general,  students  are  averse  to 
living  with  a  roommate,"  Miller  says. 
"In  fact,  some  assume  they  will  never 
have  to  live  with  anyone  other  than 
their  spouse."  It's  an  attitude  he's  seen 
evolve  over  recent  years  and  it  disturbs 
Miller  and  most  adults,  for  that  matter. 
After  all,  isn't  getting  along  with  other 
people  what  much  of  college  and  life  is 
all  about? 

"I  think  it  points  to  a  lack  of 
independence,  maybe,  or  a  lack  of 
coping  skills,"  that  will  likely  follow 
the  students  into  the  job  arena  and  to 
other  areas  of  their  lives. 

Another  troubling  trend:  political 
apathy.  Few  students  voted  on  Nov.  5, 
and  fewer  still  are  willing  to  talk  about 
it.  Questions  about  the  electoral 
process  bring  blank  looks,  faculty  say. 

"These  students  are  turned  off, 
indifferent  about  politics  in  general," 
says  Patty  Wike,  assistant  professor  of 
business.  They  see  a  flawed  system 
that  fails  to  address  pertinent  issues. 
They  are  bombarded  by  exposes  of 


less-than-perfect  leaders  and  saturated 
by  a  media  more  interested  in  ratings 
and  selling  newspapers  than  covering 
real  issues.  That  disgusts  many  voters, 
of  course,  but  especially  today's  young 
people. 

Dr.  Lowell  Ashman,  who  has  taught 
political  science  at  L-R  since  1975, 
conducted  a  mock  election  last  fall 
with  "election  central"  in  Cromer 
Center  as  he  has  every  election  since 
1976.  Turnout  was  the  weakest  he's 
seen. 

"In  1976,  this  place  was  filled,"  he 
said.  "We  had  400  students  out  here. 
Since  that  time,  interest  in  electoral 
politics  has  decreased  in  every  election. 
Young  people  have  not  more  important 
things  to  do,  but  less  interest.  If  this 
behavior  does  not  change,  when 
today's  18-  to  25-year-olds  become  the 
35-  to  50-year-olds,  we're  going  to  see 
a  scary  situation.  Possibly  you'll  find 
only  25  to  30  percent  of  eligible  voters 
involved." 

Even  so,  there  are  some  positive 
signs  among  current  freshmen  and  the 
generation  they  represent.  Promiscuity 
and  drugs  aren't  as  popular  as  they 
might  have  been  earlier. 

"One  trend  I've  seen  this  fall  is  a 
genuine  interest  in  monogamy," 
observes  King.  "These  young  people 
appear  to  be  more  interested  in  sharing 
their  lives  with  just  one  partner." 

It's  a  healthy  trend,  she  asserts. 
"Maybe  the  messages  about  AIDs  and 
other  dangers  out  there  have  finally 
caught  on."

Jelena  Abaz  (pronounced  YELLana 
aBAZ)  credits  coming  to  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  as  being  in  the  right 
place  at  the  right  time. 
A  native  of  Serbia,  Jelena,  a 
sophomore,  came  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  by 
serendipity  Back  home  in  Belgrade 
when  she  was  in  high  school,  Jelena 
dreamed  of  coming  to  the  United 
States.  She  had  seen  her  father,  a 
mechanical  engineer,  talk  about  how 
much  he  enjoyed  traveling  the  world, 
and  wanted  to  stake  out  a  piece  for 
herself.  So  during  her  senior  year,  she 
moved  to  Columbus,  Ohio  to  live  with 
an  American  family  referred  to  her  by  a 
friend  from  Bosnia.  Although  she 
enjoyed  her  time  there,  she  yearned 
for  somewhere  warmer. 

During  the  Christmas  holidays  in 


1994,  the  host  family  went  to  Charlotte 
where  they  were  visiting  relatives,  and 
she  enjoyed  the  visit.  Jelena  inquired  to 
them  about  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  area,  and  received  admissions 
packets  from  a  number  of  them. 
Lenoir-Rhyne  fit  the  bill. 

"I  love  it  here;  it's  really  a  beautiful 
campus,"  says  Jelena.  "Neither  of  my 
parents  have  been  to  the  United  States. 
I'm  sure  they  can't  even  imagine  what 
it's  like  here." 

Her  parents  have  recently  moved  to 
New  Zealand,  and  she  will  join  them 
once  the  spring  semester  is  through. 

"  T"7very things  so  much 
M^t  faster  here.  Since  1  came 
o\er  here,  I  have  to  use  an 
organizer  just  to  keep  up." 


But  she  reflects  that  her  experience  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne  has  been  an  invaluable 
one  in  helping  her  make  the  move. 

One  purpose  Jelena  feels  she  has 
here  in  Hickory  is  to  educate 
Americans  about  her  country  and 
dispel  inaccuracies. 

"It's  very  complicated.  When  I  watch 
the  news,  even  I  get  confused  and  I'm 
from  there,"  she  says. 

During  the  past  year,  Jelena  has 
spoken  to  various  civic  groups  about 
her  experiences  and  her  country.  It  all 
started  with  an  invitation  by  Dr.  Ed 
Lewis,  former  vice  president  and  dean 
of  student  life,  who  invited  Jelena  to 
speak  to  the  Rotary  Club  as  a  favor  to 
his  brother-in-law.  Since  then,  she's 
made  the  rounds  in  the  Catawba  Valley 

"I  like  clarifying  for  people  what's 
going  on  over  there,"  says  Jelena.  "I  like 
it  because  I'm  a  big  patriot.  I  think  the 
people  at  the  meetings  are  very 
interested  in  what's  going  on  in  that 
area.  I  feel  by  talking  to  these  groups 
I'm  doing  something  good  for  my 
country." 

Lewis  says  he  was  confident  that 
Jelena  would  do  a  good  job  when  he 
extended  the  invitation.  "Her  command 
of  the  language  is  just  terrific.  She's  a 
very  charming  and  energetic  person. 
It's  so  hard  to  figure  out  what's  going 
on  there  and  she  helps  put  it  in 
perspective." 

Since  the  six  countries  that 
comprised  the  former  Yugoslavia 
broke  off  in  1992,  each  voted  on  its 
independence.  Only  in  Bosnia- 
Herzegovina  did  violence  continue. 
Things  got  rough  in  Serbia  right  after 
the  United  Nations  sanctions. 
"Everything  stopped  for  a  while 
because  of  the  sanctions,"  she  says. 
"But  then  people  got  used  to  it  and 
found  other  ways  to  do  their  jobs.  Now 
they've  been  lifted,  so  things  are  more 
normalized,  though  there  are  still  a  lot 
of  refugees  coming  there  from  Bosnia. 

"In  Bosnia  there  were  always  the 
feelings  underneath,  but  they  were 
repressed.  The  Croatians  and  Muslims 
want  to  split  with  Yugoslavia  but 
Bosnian  Serbs  wanted  to  stay  with 
Serbia  and  Montenegro.  Now  what 
they're  trying  to  do  is  make  ethnically 
pure  territories." 
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She  says  her  parents  keep  her 
apprised  of  the  situation  through  news 
clippings. 

In  many  ways,  Jelenas  a  typical 
student.  A  chemistry  major  now,  she's 
considering  changing  majors.  She's 
getting  involved  in  campus  activities 
and  making  friends.  But  few 
20-year-olds  can  imagine  moving 
halfway  across  the  globe  to  study  in  a 
faraway  country  you  were  brought  up 
to  fear.  Jelena  takes  it  in  stride. 

Professor  emeritus  Dr.  Emmanuel 
Gitlin  and  his  wife,  Helen,  have 
"adopted"  Jelena  through  the 
Adopt-A-Bear  program  at  St.  Andrew's 
Lutheran  Church.  The  Gitlins  can 
relate  well  with  Jelena  as  they  spent  a 
few  years  as  missionaries  in  Belgrade 
and  neighboring  Croatia. 

"Jelena  stops  by  occasionally  to  visit 
and  eat  dinner,"  says  Helen.  "We've 
enjoyed  meeting  and  visiting  with  her." 

Helen  reflects  that  during  their  time 
working  with  the  Mennonite  Central 
Committee  in  the  former  Yugoslavia, 
they  met  a  number  of  friends  in  the 
area  which  they've  lost  touch  with.  "We 
feel  cut  off  from  our  friends  over  there 
and  she  was  a  link  for  us,  and  I  think 
we  were  a  link  home  for  her,"  she  says. 

Jelena  has  helped  the  Gitlins 
translate  some  letters  they've  received 
from  the  area.  "Who  would  have  ever 
thought  we  would  meet  somebody  here 
from  that  area  at  Lenoir-Rhyne?"  muses 
Helen,  with  a  laugh.  "She  has  a  real 
good  spirit  about  her.  I  think  she's  a 
good  addition  to  Lenoir-Rhyne." 

Although  from  a  different  culture, 
Jelena  blends  in  with  the  other  students 
in  her  faded  overalls  and  minimal 
makeup.  On  the  one  hand,  Jelenas 
been  forced  to  grow  up  faster  than  her 
American  peers,  but  she  feels  in  some 
ways  they  have  grown  up  faster  than 
she. 

"Back  home,  no  one  —  especially  no 
one  my  age  —  had  cars.  Here,  everyone 
has  a  job.  High  schoolers  have  just  to 
pay  for  their  cars,  their  insurance.  I 
actually  think  young  people  here  have 
to  grow  up  faster.  Everything's  so  much 
faster  here.  In  my  country,  everything 
was  laid  back  and  slow.  Since  I  came 
over  here,  I  have  to  use  an  organizer 
just  to  keep  up."

Cindy  Kanoy  Moore  '86  has  been 
fascinated  with  computers  since 
she  first  logged  on  the  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  VAX  back  in  1982.  She  even 
toyed  with  the  idea  of  majoring  in 
computing  science,  but  feared  the  math 
requirements.  Though  she  received  an 
A.B.  in  German,  she  has  worked  her  way 
back  to  computers.  Literally. 

Moore,  a  Thomasville  native,  is  a  key 
player  in  the  Phoenix  Project,  a  high- 
ticket  overhaul  of  Duke  Power's 
customer  billing  information  system  in 
Charlotte.  She  and  scores  of  other 
independent  contractors  are  working  to 
design,  install  and  de-bug  software  for 
the  system  serving  Duke's  1.7  million 
customers.  An  important  phase  of  the 
project,  "Fix  Year  2000,"  now  occupies 
Moore's  time. 

The  alumna  says  although  she  never 
used  her  German  directly,  her  affinity  for 
languages  has  been  a  plus.  "It  gave  me 
the  skills  to  learn  computer  languages," 
she  says. 

"After  floundering  in  some  entry- 
level  positions,  I  eventually  went  back  to 
UNC-Chapel  Hill  to  study  linguistics," 
she  adds,  but  soon  realized  that  field 
wasn't  a  ticket  to  lucrative  employment. 
She  eventually  was  hired  at  Litton 
Industries  in  customer  service  and 
introduced  to  Visual  Basic  1.0,  but  her 
real  immersion  in  programming  didn't 
happen  until  a  stint  at  Microsoft. 

"Then  everything  clicked,"  says 
Moore.  "I  love  programming.  It  fit  my 
personality  and  work  style  very  well.  I'm 
a  very  focused,  detail-oriented  person 
who  doesn't  like  to  get  involved  in  day- 
to-day  politics.  I  was  terrible  at  customer 
service,  but  love  working  with  codes  and 
systems,  and  if  I'm  on  a  temporary 
assignment,  so  much  the  better." 

Moore,  who  eventually  earned  her 
MBA  from  UNC  Charlotte,  is  one  of 
those  computer  whizzes  of  the  corporate 
world  —  the  kind  who  can  pick  and 
choose  her  assignments,  and  her  work 
schedule.  She's  married  to  Trevor,  a 
former  L-R  student  and  an  MBA 


candidate  at  UNCC.  They  have  a  3-year- 
old  daughter. 

But  laid  back  as  Moore  seems,  she's 
riding  the  crest  of  a  booming  cottage 
industry  of  computer  analysts  who  are 
telling  people  what  they  don't  want  to 
hear:  the  glitch  will  take  a  lot  of  time 
and  money  to  fix. 

The  Year  2000  Problem  or 
"Millennium  Bug"  refers  to  the  glitch 
inherent  in  most  computers  —  when  the 
year  2000  rolls  around,  computers  won't 
be  able  to  read  the  date  correctly. 
Without  revising  millions  of  lines  of 
software  code,  and  in  some  cases 
replacing  hardware,  computer 
operations  may  crash. 

The  problem  centers  on  the  first  two 
digits  of  each  year,  "19,"  dropped  to 
abbreviate  dates  to  save  computer 
memory  and  data  entry  key  strokes.  The 
"put  off  until  tomorrow"  attitude  of 
most  programmers  and  organizations 
has  resulted  in  a  mounting  problem 
that's  not  easily  resolved.  It's  also  costly. 
One  estimate  is  30  cents  per  line  of  code, 
and  most  corporate  systems  have  at  least 
a  million  lines  of  code  to  check  out. 

Moore  and  her  colleagues  are  fast  at 
work  rewriting  programs  and/or 
performing  "bridge"  operations  to  avoid 
the  2000  Problem  at  Duke  Power. 

Memory,  however,  poses  another 
challenge.  Though  new  software  and 
hardware  are  installed,  they  won't 
necessarily  "fix"  retrieval  of  the  data 
that's  stored  years  back  —  on  the  old 
system. 

The  problem  doesn't  just  relate  to 
mainframes  or  VAX  systems,  Moore 
says.  "Anyone  with  a  PC  that  uses  an 
accounting  software  package  may 
find  the  program  won't  calculate 
accurately  after  Jan.  1,  2000." 

What  can  you  do  to  Millennium- 
proof  your  life? 

"Be  more  aware  as  a  consumer, 
particularly  regarding  bank  records, 
Social  Security  contributions,  home 
mortgage,  life  insurance  premiums 
and  other  records  that  may  be  affected 
by  the  date." 
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His  accolades  are  a  dream  list  of 
student-ath1  :te  honors:  Cromer 
Memorial  Award,  David  Moose 
Memorial  Scholarship,  SAC 
Commissioners  Academic  Honor  Roll, 
Football  Academic  Achievement 
Award. 

But  perhaps  none  is  more  impressive 

than  last 
Septembers 
award.  Being 
named  Burger 
King  Scholar 
Athlete  of  the 
Week  put  him 
and  L-R  in 
the  national 
spotlight  as 
one  of  10 
players  to  be 
honored  that 
week.  In  fact, 
one  of  the  10  tapped  with  him  was 
Heisman  Trophy  Winner  Danny 
Wuerffel  from  the  University  of  Florida. 
Along  with  the  honor,  Burger  King 


donated  $10,000  to  the  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  general  scholarship  fund  in 
Cody's  name.  The  award  and  check 
presentation  was  officially  made  before 
the  Carson-Newman  game  on  Nov.  2. 

Cody,  a  6-4,  260-pound  tight  end, 
has  clearly  left  his  best  season  for  last. 
A  graduate  of  Fred  T.  Foard  High 
School  near 
Hickory,  he  posted 
personal  career- 
bests  with  14 
receptions  for  117 
yards.  He's 
considered  one  of 
the  best  blocking 
tight  ends  in  the 
South  Atlantic 
Conference. 

The  senior 
played  in  the  1997 
Snow  Bowl,  the  NCAA  Division  II 
Football  All-Star  Game,  last  January  in 
Fargo,  N.D.

"This  is  a  team  honor  and 
I'm  very  grateful  to  the  L-R 
administration  and  especially  the 
coaching  staff  for  nominating  me." 

Representing  Lenoir-Rhyne  in  the 
national  spotlight  is  something  Cody 
has  been  getting  used  to. 

Cody,  a  political  science  major,  plans 
to  put  his  degree  to  good  use  going  to 
law  school  after  graduation  this  May. 

At  last  Decembers  fall  sports 
banquet,  Cody  received  the  16th 
annual  Voigt  R.  Cromer  Memorial 
Award,  the  most  significant  award  any 
L-R  football  player  can  receive, 
combining  athletics  with  academic 
and  extracurricular  achievement.

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Dr.  Joan  Parkinson  reflects  on  33  years 

Teaching  Teachers

You  might  say  Dr.  Joan  Parkinson  was  a  born  teacher. 
"I've  wanted  to  teach  ever  since  I  was  little," 
reflects  Parkinson,  professor  emerita  of  education  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College.  "I  used  to  teach  my  dolls  and  stuffed 
animals;  some  of  them  weren't  real  good  students,  you 
know." 

She's  taught  many  students  -  real  and  stuffed  -  since  those 
days!  Parkinson  retired  in  December  after  33  years  training 
prospective  teachers. 

Like  many  people,  Parkinson's  career  evolved,  and 
happenstance  played  a  part.  She  accepted  the  Lenoir-Rhyne 
position  after  inquiring  with  President  Voigt  Cromer  at  a 
friend's  urging.  "I  couldn't  have  been  more  surprised  when 
he  called  to  say  I  had  the  job!" 

Prior  to  joining  Lenoir-Rhyne,  Parkinson  taught  in 
elementary  schools  for  10  years  in  Kentucky,  Georgia, 
Tennessee,  North  Carolina  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

A  widow  before  she  was  30  and  the  mother  of  two  young 
children,  Parkinson  jumped  at  the  chance  to  come  to  Lenoir- 
Rhyne.  The  position  was  ideal  for  the  young  mother  since 
she  could  be  with  the  children  when  they  came  home  from 
school. 

Her  son  Ralph  was  in  the  fifth-grade  and  daughter  Judy 
was  in  the  seventh-grade  when  they  moved.  "The  children 
said  to  me,  'Why  don't  we  stay  here  a  while?'  so  I  said  I'd  stay 
until  they  graduated,"  she  reflects.  "Well,  they've  been 
graduated  now  for  many  years  and  I'm  still  here." 

She  put  her  children  through  school  before  completing  her 
own  education.  Taking  time  away  from  Lenoir-Rhyne,  she 
moved  to  Chapel  Hill  for  three  years  while  she  worked  on 
her  doctorate  at  UNC,  which  she  completed  in  1976. 

"There  was  never  any  question  I  was  going  to  teach,"  says 
Parkinson,  adding  that  her  mother  taught  and  her  father  had 
taught  for  a  while.  "At  first  I  wanted  to  go  to  a  two- 
year  teachers'  college,  but  Mother  insisted  that  I  go  to  a  four- 
year  college." 

Unwillingly,  Parkinson  went  to  Maryville  College.  (She 
even  refused  to  pack  her  bags  to  go!)  "I  was  not  there  a  day 
until  I  met  my  future  husband,"  she  says. 

Although  teaching  in  the  public  schools  gave  her  the 
opportunity  to  work  directly  with  children,  she  wouldn't 
trade  what  she's  done  at  L-R.  "I  think  you  have  more 
influence  from  this  point  of  view.  It's  like  a  pebble  with  an 
ever-widening  circle.  When  I  was  a  teacher  in  the  elementary 
school,  I  was  influencing  25-30  children;  now  I  can  have  10 
times  that  much  influence." 

Parkinson  helped  establish  the  college's  graduate  program, 
supervised  student-teachers  and  initially  licensed  teachers, 
and  taught  children's  literature  and  elementary  education 
classes.  In  addition,  she  served  as  professional  division 
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chairperson  for  more  than  four  years  and  as  interim 
department  chairperson. 

"I  really  do  believe  in  what  we  do,"  she  says.  "Teaching 
doesn't  get  the  respect  it  deserves  but  there  aren't  any  leaders 
in  our  country  who  haven't  been  influenced  by  teachers." 

While  the  public  has  become  much  more  concerned  about 
education  and  its  quality,  that  has  been  a  mixed  blessing, 
Parkinson  reflects.  "There  are  so  many  more  things  to  do 
now  than  years  ago.  So  many  more  regulations  that  you  have 
to  follow  in  order  to  be  accredited  and  certified.  Getting 
everything  in  the  standard  course  of  study  taught  during  the 
year  and  have  written  documentation.  I  really  do  think  these 
things  are  causing  us  to  lose  some  of  the  best  and  brightest." 

But  she's  also  encouraged  by  all  the  research  going  on  in 
education.  "There's  been  so  much  research  about  the 
different  kinds  of  intelligence  we  possess  -  for  words,  art, 
music  and  other  areas.  All  of  that  has  made  a  difference  in 
the  classroom." 

"I  sure  am  going  to  miss  her,"  said  Barbara  Andrew, 
associate  professor  and  department  chairperson  of  education. 
"She's  been  very  supportive  of  the  department,  of  me,  of  the 
college  and  has  the  best  interests  of  the  college  at  heart 
always." 

Her  former  students  reflect  that  Parkinson  has  always  been 
there  with  encouragement  and  a  sympathetic  ear. 

Second-grade  teacher  Donna  Sandberg,  a  1994  graduate, 
says  of  Parkinson,  "She  was  always  there  to  talk  to  -  even  if  it 
wasn't  always  about  school  work.  Dr.  Parkinson  was  one  of 
the  reasons  I  got  rny  job  here  at  St.  Stephens  Elementary.  Her 
experiences  as  a  teacher  were  good  to  hear.  She  helped  me  to 
become  the  teacher  that  I  am  today." 

Parkinson  says  she  looks  forward  to  traveling, 
volunteering  and  spending  time  with  family. 
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John  Lentz,  L-R9$  winningest  basketball

Tl  hree  points  in  overtime 
netted  an  L-R  win  on  Nov.  15 
against  Clark- Atlanta.  The 
victory  was  made  even  more 
sweet  for  Coach  John  Lentz,  who  at 
that  moment  became  Lenoir- Rhyne's 
winningest  basketball  coach,  topping 
the  record  by  L-R  Hall-of-Famer  Billy 
Wells  in  1965. 

Lentz,  who  was  saluted  by  the 
Alumni  Association  during  the  first 
home  game  on  Dec.  4,  adds  that  award 
along  to  his  South  Atlantic  Conference 
regular  season  titles  and  three  SAC  8 
tournament  championships  and  the 
Bears'  first  appearance  at  the  NCAA 
Division  II  post-season  tournament  in 
1995.  As  a  student,  Lentz  was  named 
Player  of  the  Year. 

If  you  ask  Lentz  what  record  he's 
most  proud  of,  he's  quick  to  tell  you 
it's  the  graduation  rate  of  his  players. 
In  the  past  few  years,  32  out  of  33 
players  have  earned  their  degrees. 

After  10  years  of  coaching  at  L-R 
and  five  years  at  Pfeiffer,  he  says  he 
gets  satisfaction  seeing  young  men 
develop  and  grow.  "Sure  I  want  to 
win,"  Lentz  says,  "but  I  realize  there's 
not  a  great  chance  any  of  them  will  go 
pro.  What  they  will  do  is  get  a  degree 
and  become  productive  citizens." 

W-O-R-K 

For  Lentz,  work  is  what  makes 
things  click.  And  the  work  ethic  he 
instills  in  his  players  comes  from  a 
man  who  had  strong  role  models 
himself.  The  product  of  a  working 
family  from  the  suburbs  of 
Philadelphia,  "Little  Lentz"  says  it  was 
his  Dad  that  made  sports  a  big  part  of 
their  life.  He  took  the  kids  to  the 
World  Series  in  New  York  and  the 
Army-Navy  games.  John's  older 
brother,  Bill,  was  the  local  basketball 
hero.  Though  Lentz  played  football, 
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baseball  and 
basketball,  he 
gravitated  to  the 
latter. 

"Basketball  is 
the  one  of  the  few 
games  that  you 
can  play  and 
practice  on  your 
own,"  he 
explains.  Lentz 
first  heard  of 
Lenoir- Rhyne 
through  brother 
Bill's  connections 
at  the  Campbell 
basketball  camp 
in  Buies  Creek.  In 
fact,  his  brother 
played  there 
under  L-R  Hall 
of  Famer  Fred 
McCall  '48. 
Attending  the 

camp  himself  years  later,  he  was 
recruited  by  L-R. 

Lentz's  dedication  to  the  sport  got 
him  into  trouble  later  when  he'd  crawl 
through  open  windows  of  Shuford 
Gym  to  do  his  own  workouts  in  the 
wee  hours.  On  several  occasions,  he 
was  caught  by  security  guards. 
Undaunted,  it  was  that  drive,  and 
genuine  love  for  basketball  and  the 
endless  hours  of  practice  that  paid  off. 
Even  today,  Lentz,  who  has  conducted 
24  years  of  summer  camps  for 
youngsters,  rarely  misses  a  basket. 

"To  be  successful  you  have  to  work 
and  if  you  want  to  be  a  player,  you 
have  to  work  for  it." 

"Determined,"  is  how  one  former 
teammate  describes  Lentz  in  the  early 
days.  Rick  Peak  73  of  Gastonia  said, 
"John  Lentz  was  the  hardest  working 
person  I've  ever  seen  in  the  gym.  He 
was  intense  —  a  great  shooter  and

passer  —  but  he  was  a  great  team 
player  and  wanted  to  win.  I'm  sure  he 
instills  'winning'  into  his  players.  He 
could  take  any  team  and,  given  enough 
time,  could  mold  it  into  a  winner.  He 
doesn't  accept  excuses." 

Lentz,  who  has  a  reputation  of  a 
brash  intimidator,  says  he  demands  no 
more  of  his  players  than  he  does  of 
himself. 

"I'm  not  the  SOB  people  may  think  I 
am,"  he  laughs.  "I  enjoy  a  joke  as 
much  as  the  next  guy."  He  looks  up. 
"I'm  not  complicated,  but  people  do 
have  to  earn  respect  from  me." 

And  when  it  comes  time  to  recruit 
new  players,  respect  and  reputation 
play  a  major  role. 

"I  get  good  kids  because  I  ask  a  lot 
of  questions  about  them.  If  they're 
keeping  up  their  class  work  and  have 
respect  for  themselves,  that  will  carry 
over  to  the  court."  Besides,  Lentz  says, 
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he  has  recruited  players  as  if  he  were 
picking  family. 

Lentzs  wife  Judi  74,  whom  he  met 
while  both  were  students  at  L-R,  has 
offered  unending  support  to  his 
career.  The  couples  two  children 
spent  much  of  their  early  years  with 
Dad  around  the  gym. 

"I  knew  my  own  kids  were  going 
to  be  around  the  players,  so  I  wanted 
them  to  be  around  some  decent  role 
models,"  Lentz  says. 

His  own  son,  Bryan,  is  one  of  them. 
A  freshman  point  guard  for  the  Bears, 
Lentz  says  of  him  "I  like  having  him 
on  the  team  and  I  try  to  treat  him  the 
same  as  the  other  players." 

Though  Lentz  says  he  doesn't 
meddle  with  his  teams  personal  life,  he 
does  expect  good  behavior. 

No  knuckleheads 

"If  I  hear  one  of  my  players  has  been 
rude,  I  confront  him  with  it.  If  people 
tell  me  somebody  on  the  team  has 
acted  like  a  knucklehead,  I'm  not 
going  to  let  it  pass.

"Being  in  this  business,  I  missed  a 
lot  of  my  own  kids'  games,  but 
coaching  is  my  life,"  he  says.

"I  don't  want  to  be  doing  this  when 
I'm  65,"  he  admits.  He  has  considered 
the  possibility  of  going  into  athletic 
administration,  but  has  no  plans  at  this 
point  to  quit  coaching.

When  Terry  Gifford  climbs  the 
side  of  a  mountain,  he 
carries  a  writing  tablet. 

"Rock-climbing  is  so  intense  and 
takes  you  to  such  special  and 
wonderful  places,  you  just  want  to 
write  about  it,"  says  Gifford,  who's 
serving  as  Visiting  Writer-in  Residence 
this  semester. 

Gifford  of  Sheffield,  England,  often 
climbs  with  a  painter  friend  and  when 
they  camp,  he  records  his  thoughts  at 
the  crag,  while  his  friend  carries  a  large 
canvas  and  paints  landscapes  after  the 
climb. 

Gifford  wears  many  hats  -  poet; 
professor;  critic;  feature  writer  for 
Climbing  and  High,  American  and 
British  publications  devoted  to  rock- 
climbers.  But  Gifford  derives  a  synergy 
from  each  of  his  pursuits.  They  don't 
compete  for  his  attention. 

"All  of  the  things  I'm  involved  in 
overlap,"  Gifford  says.  "For  example, 
I'm  director  of  the  International  Festival 
of  Mountaineering  Literature,  which  is 
held  each  year  at  Bretton  Hall.  That 
experience  blends  my  passions."  The 
one-day  festival  attracts  climber- 
scholars  from  North  America  and 
Europe. 

Gifford's  latest  poetry  collection, 
The  Rope,  published  last  year,  focuses 
on  climbing.  "Rock  climbing  is  a 
thematic  link  between  the  poems,"  he 
says. 

No  stranger  to  Lenoir-Rhyne,  Gifford 
first  visited  the  college  in  1993  to 
deliver  a  convocation.  He  returned  in 
1995  for  a  reading  in  the  Visiting 
Writers  Series.

In  fact,  he's  already  climbed  in  the 
Linville  Gorge  and  is  looking  forward 
to  taking  on  other  local  rock-climbing 
ventures  during  the  spring  semester 
here. 

A  climber  since  age  18,  Gifford  was 
first  attracted  to  Sheffield  City  College 
of  Education  because  of  the 
topography.  He  was  tired  of  the  flatness 
of  his  native  Cambridge,  where  his 
father  was  head  gardener  of  Kings 
College- Cambridge  University.  * 

In  school,  Gifford  wasn't  a  stellar 
student,  but  he  knew  he  wanted  to 
teach.  He  entered  the  three-year 
certificate  program  in  teaching  and 
found  how  much  he  enjoyed  it.  Five 
years  later,  he  enrolled  at  Lancaster 
University  to  receive  his  four-year 
degree.  After  that,  he  enrolled  part-time 
in  master's  and  doctoral  degree 
programs  at  Sheffield  University  and 
Lancaster  University.  In  between,  he 
was  on  a  year's  "secondment,"  or 
sabbatical,  at  the  local  radio  station. 

He  taught  at  the  high  school  level  for 
18  years  before  going  to  Bretton  Hall  at 
the  University  of  Leeds.  Now  he 
supervises  doctoral  students  in  their 
research,  "I'm  given  extra  time  for 
research  on  literature  and 
environment,"  he  says. 

One  of  the  students  he's  supervising 
now  is  preparing  a  Ph.D.  dissertation 
analyzing  gender  and  environment 
issues  in  Bob  Dylan's  lyrics.  "It's  an  area 
that's  been  unresearched  until  now. 
That's  been  a  lot  of  fun,"  he  said. 

His  collections  include  The  Stone 
Spiral  in  1987  and  Outcrops  in  1991  as 
well  as  several  commissioned  poems.

In  addition,  Gifford  has  edited  the  Eight 
Wilderness-Discovery  Books  of  John 
Muir,  father  of  the  National  Parks 
Service  in  the  United  States;  and  John 
Muir:  Life  and  Letters  and  Other 
Writings.  In  1981,  Gifford  wrote  Ted 
Hughes:  a  Critical  Study.  It  was  the  latter 
book  that  sparked  his  interest 
in  nature  and  led  to  his  most  recent 
study,  Green  Voices:  Understanding 
Contemporary  Nature  Poetry. 

"Having  been  the  son  of  a  gardener, 
I  have  no  interest  in  gardening 
whatsoever,"  he  chuckles.  "But 
something  stuck  along  the  way  as  I've 
developed  an  academic  expertise  in  it 
without  getting  my  hands  dirty." 

During  his  stay  at  Lenoir-Rhyne, 
Gifford  is  teaching  three  courses  — 
Survey  of  Literature,  Feature  Writing 
and  Creative  Writing  -  Poetry 
Workshop  —  and  is  becoming 
immersed  in  campus  life.  Already  he's 
written  one  poem  and  is  looking 
forward  to  -  of  all  things  -  running  and 
using  the  campus  swimming  pool  and 
weight  equipment. 

"That's  one  of  the  differences 
between  my  school  in  Britain  and 
L-R,"  said  Gifford.  "We  don't  actually 
have  a  gymnasium.  Since  we're 
primarily  a  college  dedicated  to  the 
arts,  the  truth  is  our  students  really  are 
rehearsing  and  studying  all  the  time. 
There's  no  time  for  physical  education."

Some  families  make  a  tradition  of 
going  on  vacation  together  or 
gathering  for  Sunday  dinner:  For 
the  Keck  family,  it's  attending  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  -  and  becoming  a 
Lutheran  minister. 

The  Rev.  David  Keck  Sr.  '60,  elected 
to  his  fourth  term  on  the  L-R  Board  of 
Trustees  last  spring,  proudly  ponders 
his  legacy.  He  notes  that  his  son,  David 
Jr.  '87,  ordained  last  spring,  is  the 
fourth  generation  pastor  on  the  Keck 
side  and  a  fifth  generation  pastor 
through  his  great-grandfather  Rhodes' 
side. 

"My  grandfather  Albert  Keck,  Sr. 
preached  at  the  ordination  of  my  dad, 
Dr.  Albert  Keck,  Jr.,  in  1934.  My  dad 
preached  at  my  ordination  in  1964  and 
I  ended  up  preaching  at  my  son's 
ordination  in  1996,"  reflects  Keck. 


"Watching  my  son  and  taking  part  in 
the  service  was  a  real  joy  and  a  real 
thrill,"  he  says. 

Says  Dr.  Ryan  LaHurd,  president  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne,  "Two  of  the  greatest 
strengths  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  are  the 
loyalty  of  its  alumni  who  see  L-R  as 
their  'family  college'  and  the  strong 
and  lively  ties  to  the  church.  The  Keck 
and  Rhodes  families  embody  both  of 
these  great  strengths.  We  all  benefit 
from  the  heritage  they  represent  in  the 
saga  of  L-R." 

After  33  years  in  the  ministry,  Keck 
serves  as  pastor  of  Our  Saviour 
Lutheran  Church  in  Southern  Pines. 
The  only  ELCA  church  in  Moore 
County,  home  to  Sandhills  locals  and 
many  transplants  who  come  to  enjoy 
this  retirement  mecca,  Our  Saviour  has 
some  800  baptized  members. 

He  has  also  served  churches  in 
Greensboro,  Boone  and  Kannapolis' 


Kimball  Memorial  Lutheran. 

"The  most  rewarding  thing  about 
the  ministry  is  helping  people  and 
being  there  at  the  most  important 
times  of  their  lives,"  Keck  reflects.  "As 
sad  as  it  is  and  as  hard  as  it  is,  when 
you're  called  to  the  phone  because 
someone  is  dying,  you're  there  to  help 
bringjesus  Christ  into  their  lives." 

Keck  grew  up  in  the  shadow  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne  as  his  father  was 
longtime  pastor  at  St.  Andrew's 
Lutheran  Church.  Dr.  Albert  Keck,  Jr. 
served  on  the  college  Board  of  Trustees 
from  1955-82  and  was  given  the 
Trustee  Award  in  1983.  He  and  his 
wife,  Virginia  Rhodes  Keck,  still  live 
within  a  stones  throw  of  the  college. 
Although  neither  graduated  from  L-R, 
the  Kecks  claim  it  as  their  honorary 
alma  mater,  having  served  in  many 
roles,  both  formal  and  informal, 
including  being  pastor  to  countless  L-R 
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presidents,  faculty  and  staff.  David 
Keek's  grandfather,  Dr.  George  H. 
Rhodes,  longtime  pastor  of  First 
Lutheran  Church,  Albemarle,  was 
awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of 
Divinity  from  L-R  in  1939.  David 
likewise  was  awarded  an  honorary 
Doctor  of  Divinity  from  L-R  in  1994. 

As  a  student  at  Hickory  High  School, 
the  Illinois  native  played  clarinet  with 
the  L-R  marching  band  under  the 
direction  of  the  late  Dr.  Robin 
Gatwood,  but  switched  to  the 
A  Cappella  Choir  when  he  enrolled 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  Keck  didn't  expect 
to  enter  the  ministry. 

"When  I  came  to  L-R,  that  was  the 
last  thing  I  wanted  to  be,"  reflects 
Keck.  "But  once  I  got  on  campus,  I 
began  to  meet  others  who  were 
heading  to  seminary.  That  atmosphere 
had  a  big  impact  on  me." 

While  at  Lenoir-Rhyne,  Keck  helped 
finance  his  education  working 
summers  as  a  singing  waiter  at  Blowing 
Rock's  Farm  House  dinner  theater. 


During  the  year,  he  worked  as  a  waiter 
in  the  dining  hall  and  a  janitor  with 
Harper  (Ford)  Motor  Co. 

He  also  worked  as  a  professor's 
assistant  for  Dr.  Dorus  Rudisill  of  the 
religion 

department,  that 
changed  his  life 
forever.  There 
David  met 
Rudisill's  niece, 
who  later  became 
his  wife.  Diana 
Rudisill  Keck  '60 
now  teaches 
second-grade  at 
Aberdeen 
Elementary. 

Keck  attended 
L-R  with  his  two  brothers  and  one 
sister.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Walter  T.  Nau, 
professor  emeritus  of  French 
and  German,  died  Dec.  2.  He 
was  88. 

The  beloved  professor,  known 
to  generations  of  alumni  as  the 
chief  faculty  marshal  and  for  his 
scholarly  approach  to  life,  had 
donated  his  entire  personal 
library  to  L-R  —  the  college  he 
fondly  referred  to  as  "family." 

Dr.  Nau  was  born  in  India  to 
missionary  parents  and  spent  his 
formative  years  in  Chemnitz, 
Germany. 

He  was  a  graduate  of 
Concordia  College,  Concordia 
Seminary,  Guilford  College  and 
Duke  University  and  was  a 
Lutheran  minister.
